T Ragedy, as it was anciently compoſed, hath been 
ever held the graveſt, moraleſt, and moſt profi- 
table of all other Poems: therefore ſaid by Ariſtorle to 
be of power by raiſing pity and fear, or terror, to purge 
the mind of thoſe and ſuch like paſſions; that is, to 
temper and reduce them to juſt meaſure, with a kind of 
delight, ſtirr d up by reading or ſeeing thoſe paſſions 
well imitated. Nor is Nature wanting in her own ef- 
fects to make good his aſſertion: for ſo in Phyſick things 
of melancholic hue and quality are us d againſt melan- 
choly, ſower againſt ſower, ſalt to remove ſalt humours. 
Hence Philoſophers, and other graveſt Writers, as Ci- 
cero, Plutarch and others, frequently cite out of Tra- 
gic Poets, both to adorn and illuſtrate their diſcourſe. 
The Apoſtle St. Paul himſelf thought it not unworthy to 
inſert a verſe of Euripides intothe Textof Holy Scripture, 
1 Cor. 15. 33. and Paræus, commenting on the Revela- 
tion, divides the whole Book, as a Tragedy, into Acts, 
diſtinguiſh'd each by a Chorus of Heavenly Harpings 
and Song between. Heretofore Men in higheſt dignity 
have labour'd not a little to. be thought able to com- 
poſe a Tragedy. Of that honour Dionyſius the elder was 
no leſs ambitious, than before of his attaining to the 
N 1 Tyranny

Tyranny. K Ceſar alſo had begun his Ajcse, 


but, unableto pleaſe his own judgment with what he 
had begun, left it unfiniſht. Seyeca the Philoſopher 
is by ſome thought the. Author of thoſe Tragedies, (at 
leaſt the beſt of them, ) that 2 that name. Gre- 
gory Nazianzen, a Father of the Church, thought it 
not unbeſeeming the ſanctity of his Perſon to write a 
Tragedy, which is entitled, Chriſt Juſſering. This. is 
mention d to vindicate Tragedy from the {mall eſteem, 
or rather infamy, which in t he account of many it un- 
dergoes at this day with other common interludes; 
happening through the Poet's error of intermixing Co- 
mic {tuff with Tragic ſadneſs and gravity, or intro- 
ducing trivial and vulgar perſons, which by all judici- 
ous hath been counted abſurd ;. and brought in without 
diſcre:ion, corruptly to gratifie the people. And though 
ancient Tragedy uſe no Prologue, yet uſing ſometimes, 
in caſe of ſelf-defence, or explanation, that which Mar- 
tial calls an Epiſtle ; in behalf of this Tragedy coming 
forth after the ancient manner, much different from 
what among us paſſes for beſt, thus much before-hand 
may be EpiſtI'd ; that Chorus is here introduc'd after 
the Greek manner, not ancient only but modern, and 
ftill in uſe among the /zatians. In the modelling there- 
fore of this Poem, with good reaſon, the Ancients and 
[tahans are rather followed, as of much more Authori- 
ty and Fame. The meaſure of Verſe us d in the Cho- 


rus is of all ſorts, call'd by the Greeks Monoftrophick, 
or rather Apolelymenon, without regard had to Strophe, 
Aitiſtrophe, or Epod, which were a kind of Stanza's fram d 
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only for the _ Muſic, then uſed with the Chorus that 
ſung; not eſſential tothe Poem, and therefore not ma- 
tetial; or being divided into Stanza's or Pauſes, they 
may be calbd Allæoſtropha. Diviſion into Act and 
Scene referring chiefly to the Stage (to which this work 


: 


never was intended) is here omittem. 
It fuffices, if the whole Drama be found not produced 
beyond the fifth Act. Of the ſtyle and uniformity, and 
that commonly called the Plot, whether intricate or ex- 
plicit (which is nothing indeed but ſuch ceconomy, or diſ- 
poſition of the fable, as may ſtand beſt with veriſimilitude 
and decorum) they only will beſt judge, who are not 
unacquainted with Aſchylus, Sophocles, and Euripides, 
the three Tragick Poets unequall'd yet by any, and the 
beſt ruleto all, who endeavour to write Tragedy. The

both for Peace and War. Therefore about an hour 
and a half ere they eat at Noon ſhould be altow'd them 
for Exerciſe, and due Reſt afterwards: But the time 
for this may be enlarg d at pleaſure, according as their 
tiſingin the morning fhall be early.

Oquntry. Phbey would not then, if they were truſted 
with: fair and hopeful Armles, ſuffer them for want 
of juſt and wiſe Diſcipline to ſhed away from about 
them like ſick Feathers, though they be never ſo oft 
ſupply'd :- they would not ſuffer their empty and unte- 
cruitible Colonels of twenty Men in a Company to 
quaff out, or convey into ſecret Hoards, the Wages 
ofa; deluſive Liſt and a miſerable Remnant: yet in 
the mean while to be over-maſter'd' with a ſchte or two 
of Drunkards, the only Soldiery left about them, or 
elſe to comply with all Rapines and Violences. No 
certainly, if they knew ought of that Knowledge! 
that belongs to good Men or good Governours,: they 
would not ſuffer theſe things. But to return tõ our own; 
inſtitute, beſides theſe conſtant Exerciſes at home, there

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tage now in chis purity of Chriſtian, Knowlerlge. Nor 

ſhall we then need the Monſieure of Paris ta take our 

hopeful, Yourh.into their fight and prodigal Cuſtodies, 
and fend them over back again transform d into Mi- 
micks, Apes, and Kickſhaws. But if they deſire to ſce 
other Countries at three or four and twenty Vears Gf. 
Age, not to learn Principles put to enlarge Experience 
and make wiſe Obſervation, they will by that time be 
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ſuch:ds ſhall deſerve ee an genagelt 
where they paſs, and the Society and Friendſhip of thoſe 
in all places who are beſt and moſt eminent: And per- 
haps chen other Nations will be glad to viſit us for their 
Breeding, or elſe to imitate us in their own' Country. 
Nov dlaſtly for their Diet there cannot be much to 
ſay, ſave only that it would be beſt in the ſame Houſe: 
for much Time elſe would be loſt abroad, and many il 
Habits got; and that it ſhould be plain, healthful, and 
moderate, I ſuppoſe is out of Controverſie. Thus, Mr. 
Hartlil, you have a general view in writing, as your de- 
{ite was, of that which at ſeveral times Thad diſcours'd 
with you concerning the beſt and nobleſt way of Edu- 
cation; not beginning, as ſome have done, from the Cra- 
dle, which yet might be worth many Conſiderations, if 
brevity had not been my ſcope: Many other circumſtances 
alſo I could have mention d, but this, to ſuch as have the 
Worth in them to make tryal, for Light and Direction 
may be enough. Only I believe that this is not a Bow for 
every Man to ſhoot in, that counts himſelf a Teacher, 
but will require ſinews almoſt equal to thoſe which Ho. 
mer gave Ulyſſes; yet Jam withal perſwaded that it may 
prove much more caſte in the Eſſay, than it now ſeems 
at diſtance, and much more illuſtrious: howbeit not more 
difficult than IJ imagine, and that Imagination preſents 
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me with nothing but very happy and very poſſible accor- 


ding to beſt withes; if God have ſo decreed, and this 
Age have Spirit and Capacity enough to apprehend. 
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
